be upright in body, not deformed or dis- 
membered at the time of making, but of 
hale and entire limbs,”’ 

The poem on the Constitutions of Free- 
written not later than the 
fourteenth century and preserved in the 
Old Royal Library at the British 
Museum, recites in ‘‘Articu/us quintus’’ 


that 

“The fyfth Artycul ys swythe good, 
Mo that the prenfes be of lawful blod ; 
The Mayster+chal not, for no vantage, 
Make no prenies (hat ya outrage ;
